This storage went from 68 million in 1949 
to 200 million in 1958 and now stands at 
about 405 million bushels in the slate. .\nd 
just as it reaches this all-time peak. Mr. 
Henson pulls the rug out from under l‘x e 
t'levators by announcing a 19 per cent sla.sh 
in government gram storage rates. Henson 
noted that “ there is much more storage 
available now than there was.” 
It is obvious from that statement what

vast commercial storage empire only to take 
uniair advantage of the investmenls that 
he '’-ad encouraged to make this creation.

He ofier.s 
the new rate contract on a lake-ii-or-Ieave-u 
basis, too, something the government has 
not dune in one other single area of its 
purchasing of goods and services.

Generally, the price is 
dictated to the government or at best, it is 
negotiated. Hut agriculture gets no such 
consideration. This cut in storage rates also 
affects farmers wN) have built their own 
bins and how they will ever make back 
we are able to understand. The lact is that 
the.v will not ever get it back and the on- 
tarm storage tar ex ceeds the eommerical 
capacity. 
How Benson could hav e found current stor­ 
age rates equitable two years ago and sud­ 
denly loo high today is a mystery. In view 
of U'e rising cost of everything, u would 
seem that just the opposite would be the 
case. 'I'his. also, is a product of the sec­ 
retary’s peculiar thinking that unlimited 
production and low 
price supports will 
solve llie farm problem. This is the philos­ 
ophy which » 'as brought on the storage 
problems we face and will have with us for 
an indefinite future. 
Perhaps there are some cases of ex cess 
profits in the grain storage business, al­ 
though even this has never been proved. 
Hut the ex cess would be found, if at all, 
in oni.v a very small portion of the entire 
commercial storage industry. And even if 
t»H* rates now proposed were proper, vvliich 
again is not proven, they create an injustice 
because the higher rates were used by the 
.government to encuurage a huge invest-

One of the most imposing 
space tasks to be encount- 
tered within the nex t few 
years will be that of over­ 
taking or making a rendez­ 
vous wdth a satellite. 
There are two reaso ns why 
there is so much co ncern 
o v er o ur ability to make co n­ 
tact with a satellite circling 
the earth. One is that we 
may want to assemble many 
pay lo ads fro m the satellite to 
fabricate space ships that 
may go to the mo o n. The 
o ther reaso n is the critical 
impo rtance o f effecting a res­ 
cue ih space. 
The difficulty in a rendez­ 
vous with an orbiting space 
ship lies in the fact that we 
are not moving in two di­ 
mensions. In space, we are 
dealing in three dimensions. 


The trick in rendezvousing 
with a space ship is to find 
some way in which the dis­ 
tance between the orbiting 
ship and the ferry ship can 
be closed. Norman V. Peter­ 
son, together with two col­ 
leagues at the Norair Divi­ 
sion of the JVorthrup Corpor­ 
ation, R. S. Swanson and 
L R. Hoover, have tackled 
the job and have come up 
with what appears to be a 
feasible .solution. 
When 
a 
s a t e 11 i t e is 
launched from the earth, it 
circles the globe in an orbit 
that has a varying altitude 
dependiiTg on the terminal 
velocity. The departure of 
the orbit from a circle de­ 
pends on the velocity and 
the angle at which the ferry 
enters the orbit. It will vary 
its distance from the earth, 
coming closest at 
perigee 
and farthest at apogee 


The ferry 
attempting to 
make rendezvous must be 
launched within ex ceedingly 
narrow time limits to make 
certain the two vehicles will 
meet in space. It must be 
aimed perfectly and the cut­ 
off velocity must be precise. 
If all gois well, then the 
vehicle may come close to 
the orbiting space ship. But 
the speeds still will not he 
ex actly right. Thus, correct­ 
ing or maneuvering rockets 
must be used. 
Using a co mputer, these 
scientists plan to determine 
the precise time to Iminch 
the ferry , (he cuto ff v elo city 
reqiilrcii and (he precise in­ 
jectio n angle. 
Their studies r<’c*omniend 
the use of a radar system 
in one of the vehicles with a 
range of 200 miles. Once the 
ferry vehicle comes 
close 
enough to the orbiting space 
ship, 
an

liny but continuous impulse. 
If nece.ssary. a second im­ 
pulse will close the gap fur­
